Digges, Sr. M. Laurentia Farrar, Straus & Cudahy 
TRANSFIGURED WORLD $4.00 


This illustrated volume, subtitled Design, Theme and Symbol, considers the 
Roman Catholic liturgy in its character of an art-form, whose general theme is super- 
natural transfiguration of man and the material world. This involves the author in a 
discussion of art in general and the application of its qualities and principles in a 
unique manner to the divine art of the liturgy. The liturgy is viewed in terms of the 
qualities of unity, variety, significance and power and of the principles of structure, 
theme and symbolism. With Christ as the center about which they revolve, the Mass, the 
Sacraments and sacramentals, the hours of the Divine Office and the seasons of the li- 
turgical year are treated each in turn with the aim of pointing out "some of the ways 
in which God, the divine artist, uses His materials in order to effect His purpose, 
which is the transfiguration of man." The author sees the liturgy as an actualization 
of the natural beauty of God's materials simultaneously endowed by Him with super- 
natural import and efficacy for man. Faithful to the Catholic conception of a proper 
acceptance of the material world and man's bodily aspects, the author treats her theme 
in a clear, rational and orderly manner, but in such a way as still to be effective 
from the viewpoint of aesthetic and religious sensibility. This book can be an excel- 
lent guide for many Catholics with insufficient knowledge of the art and religious 
significance embodied in the liturgy.

THE VICTORY OF FATHER KARL $4.50 


This is the story of Karl Leisner, a young German theology student suffering 
from tuberculosis, who was secretly ordained a priest while detailed in the infamous 
Nazi concentration camp at Dachau and who died shortly after he was liberated. This 
story of his unfailing cheerfulness and supernatural courage and charity toward his 
fellow-prisoners is told by a Jesuit priest who shared the same fate of being impris- 
oned and was in intimate contact with him at Dachau. Numerous extracts from the young 
man's diary give the reader an intimate glimpse into the mind and heart of Father Karl 
in the midst of life in the concentration camp. The book has almost as much value as a 
faithful portrayal of the characters and customs of concentration camp life under the 
Nazis as it has because of its inspiring account of the tragic and heroic life of Father 
Karl. The ghastly reality of the complex and torturesome life is vividly and concretely 
re-created by the author out of his own experience. His descriptions of the camp at 
Dachau as a warring city in itself, of the daily life and works of charity of the numer- 
ous priests confined in isolation from other prisoners, of the details connected with 
the secret ordination, of the dangerous visits to the camp by a benefactress from a 
near-by convent and of the suspense and joy experienced by the prisoners at the time of 
their liberation, are absorbing in their own right and shed enormous light upon hor- 
rible conditions prevailing.

THE LIVELY ARTS OF SISTER GERVAISE $3.50 


This is an entertaining novelette depicting the interior and exterior trials 
and tribulations of a sensitive, cultivated and "daring™ nun in charge of dramatics 
at St. Rita's parish high school. Sister Gervaise is an intelligent and zealous re- 
ligious, who understands young people's problems, focusses on the essentials in mat- 
ters of religion and education rather than fussing about accidentals, insists upon 
liturgical music's supplanting the customary sentimental hymns and prefers staging 
the plays of Gheon and T. S. Eliot to producing a parish minstrel show. Her propen- 
sities do not sit well with the pastor, some of the other nuns, the janitor and the 
parents of the children who attend the school, and they involve her in difficulties 
as she attempts to "buck" the personalities that count and the customs that have pre- 
vailed in the life of the parish. At the end of the novel, just when things look 
blackest and she is abovt to be transferred to a college, her mandate of transfer is 
rescinded at the behest of pastor and people, who have belatedly come to appreciate 
her worth. The author paints faithful portraits of a number of typical personalities 
and customs one can come upon in the average American Catholic convent and parish. 
Strictly a novel in form, no explicit moral is drawn from the story, but the reader 
may detect that the author is implicitly paying a tribute to the American Catholic 
Sisterhood working in the Catholic schools and good-naturedly deploring the lack of 
refined sensibilities in some of the personalities dominant in the life of the aver- 
age American Catholic parish, while he holds out hope. that the situation will in- 
evitably improve in the future.

PILGRIMAGE TO THE SHROUD $2.50 


In this small volume, containing photographic illustrations, Group Captain 
G. L. Cheshire, whose heroism and religious dedication is known to many Catholics in 
England and America, tells the poignant story of the pilgrimage in 1955 of a ten year 
old.English girl suffering from osteomylitis. It was he who made the arrangements 
and accompanied her on her pilgrimage to the Holy Shroud of Turin. The pilgrimage 
entailed travelling first to Lisbon to obtain the permission of the former king of 
Italy and then contacting personally the Cardinal of Turin, into whose custody the 
king had committed the Shroud. The Shroud, long believed to be that in which Christ's 
body was buried, is exhibited only two or three times each century, but permission 
to have it applied as a relic to the young girl was readily granted. A miracle, 
hoped for and prayed for with resignation to the will of God, did not and perhaps 
will not take place, but the girl "received that peace that the world cannot give-- 
peace in the midst of suffering and disappointment". A foreword to the book, com- 
posed by the Archbishop of Birmingham, introduces the story, makes pertinent remarks 
about the theology of the miraculous and gives the reader some notion of the signi- 
ficance and history of the Shroud, which photography has shown to have stains on it 
equivalent to a photographic negative of the front and back view of a human body 
bearing all the signs of having died by crucifixion. The story is told in a moving, 
inspiring and interesting way.

This volume by an American Jesuit priest might be described as an apostolically 
orientated, historico-sociological study of American Catholicism, that is at once cons- 
tructively critical, speculatively and psychologically penetrating, scholarly and uncom- 
promisingly forward-looking in its approach. Typical of the author's conceptions is his 
remark that "should the American Catholic intellectual succeed in returning to his roots 
in his own American world, he will doubtless better succeed in thinking through his con- 
nection with the rest of mankind, and in living out his own tiny share of the total life 
of Christ". Anent the "frontiers of American Catholicism", the chapter headings, taken 
in conjunction with the remark just quoted, reveal the general character of the book--I.

THE GOLDEN HEART $1.75 


Subtitled The Story of Beauraing, this slim, soft-covered volume, containing 
photographic illustrations, is the first complete and officially authorized story of the 
thirty-three apparitions of the Blessed Virgin Mary reported to have taken place in con- 
nection with five children of Beauraing, Belgium in 1932-1933. The story of these ap- 
paritions is not as well known as that of Lourdes and of Fatima. All five of the children 
involved are still alive and are now married. Final ecclesiastical approbation relating 
to the apparitions and devotions concerned with them did not come until 1947. Ina pre- 
fatory letter to the book, the Bishop of Namur pays tribute to the reliability, critical 
judgment, sound theology, historical scholarship and original presentation of the author. 
The plan of the book is simple and the style interesting and clear. The reported facts 
are set forth first, with evident concern for accuracy. Then the history of the Church's 
investigations and eventual verdict is discussed, and the book closes with a consideration 
of the connection of the Blessed Virgin with children and a critical analysis of the sig- 


nificance of the message of Our Lady of the Golden Heart of Beauraing. The work is inspir- 
ing in itself and interesting because of the similarities in some instances and dissimilar- 


ities in respects between the apparitions here discussed and those of Lourdes and Fatima. 
The author is careful neither to exaggerate nor to underestimate the kind and degree of 
credence called for on the part of Catholics with regard to the apparitions in question.

VALIANT ACHIEVEMENTS $2.95 


Subtitled Great Christians of Our Day and described as a companion book to the 
author's Daring to Live: Heroic Christians of Our Day, this volume contains ten short 
biographical sketches of as many Catholic women and young girls of the twentieth century 
conspicuous for their Christian heroism. All of the stories make for interesting and 
inspiring reading. The author's style is simple and dramatic. The characters and 
achievements described represent persons of various nationalities, some of whom are re- 
ligious and others of whom are laywomen, separately engaged in different forms of voca- 
tional work. The unifying thread is their common supernatural motivation and Christian 
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heroism in action. Intended primarily for teen-agers, the book can be appreciated 
by readers of any age. Among the biographies included in the book are those of the 
English Sister of Charity, Sr. Xavier Berkeley, who worked untiringly for the aban- 
doned, sick and poor of China, Eve Lavalliere, the famous Parisian actress who gave 
up her gay and successful life on the stage to lead a devout, religious life, St. 
Maria Goretti, the twelve year old girl who was martyred for her chastity, Sr. Joseph, 
a pioneer teacher among the Indians and Eskimos in Alaska, Edith Stein, the brilliant 
Jewish philosopher who became a Catholic and a Carmelite nun and was finally sent to 
the gas chambers under the Nazis, and Doctors Agnes McLaren and Anna Dengel, who were 
responsible for the first order of missionary nuns permitted to practice medicine.

FREUD, PSYCHOANALYSIS, CATHOLICISM $3.00 


This volume by a Capuchin priest, who is lecturer in psychology at the Uni- 
versity of Cork, Ireland, aims primarily to integrate the teachings of Freud and 
Catholic thought. It is directed principally to Catholic students of psychology and 
psychiatry, but is aimed as well at the non-professional, educated layman, Catholic 
and non-Catholic alike. The first section deals with the history and general nature 
of scientific psychology and then considers the subject of Freud and religion. Al- 
though he admires Freud personally for his devotion to truth and agrees with many of 
his conceptions in.whole or in part, the author accredits Freud's hostility to re- 
ligion to rational misunderstandings and unconscious motivations affecting his ap- 
proach to religion in general and to Judaism and Catholicism, to which he had separ- 
ate reactions, in particular. The second section contains a critical exposition of 
basic Freudian concepts, in the course of which the author displays a very positive 
appreciation of Freud's contributions and indicates the feasibility of integrating 
them with Catholic thought, once certain qualifications and correctives are applied. 
The third and last section is perhaps the most original part of the book. In it the 
author considers the subject of literature and psychology, integrating the doctrines 
of Aristotle's Poetics, Freudian psychology and modern literary criticism as they 
shed their respective light on the problems of literary creation. A select bibli- 
ography is appended.

7 MARTYRS IN CHINA $3.75 


This photographically illustrated volume, translated from a French work 
that appeared in 1953, is written by a Jesuit priest who spent fourteen years in 
China as a missionary and a scholar of Chinese literature. It apparently aims to 
give as complete an account as possible in very objective terms of the persecution 
by the Communists of the Catholic Church in China. It includes numerous detailed 
accounts of the physical and psychological atrocities perpetrated upon Catholics, 
foreign and native-born, clergy, religious and laymen, who suffered martyrdom or 
exile for their faith. A few of the illustrations speak volumes in themselves. 

The author was an eye-witness for two years of some of the events he describes, 

and for other details he relies upon first-hand sources of testimony. The several 
chapters of the book treat respectively of the hierarchy and clergy, the laity, edu- 
cation, Catholic Action, orphanages and works of charity and "The Attack On the 
Mind." An epilogue discusses the future of the Church in China in somewhat pessi- 
mistic terms. History, statistics, details of events and example after example of 
heroic martyrdom on the one side and diabolical torture on the other are clearly 
and forcefully presented in connection with all of these subjects. Informative, 
moving and ominous, this is a book for all who wish to be informed accurately and

An anthology, this volume contains selections from the writings of the distin- 
guished English Catholic scholar, Christopher Dawson, arranged to give the reader 4 
unified and compact view of some of Dawson's main conceptions relating to the dynamics 
of world history. Fach selection is sufficient in content and length to convey an ade- 
quate development of the idéas set forth. The selections represent writings spanning 
the decades between 1921 and 1951 and are taken from such works as The Age of the Gods, 
Judgement of the Nations, Christianity and the New Age, Religion and the Modern State, 
Beyond Politics and several of Dawson's shorter works. They represent a single theolo- 
gical, philosophical, historical and sociological whole and are divided into two groups, 
Part I. "Toward a Sociology of History" and Part II. "Conceptions of World History". It 
is impossible to indicate here all of the topics touched upon and integrated in the se- 
lections presented in each group. Among the topics treated with the expected scholar- 
ship and depth are the nature of the science of sociology, the relation of sociology to 
anthropology and to history, the evolution and implications of urbanization and criticism 
of the principal world-famous views of history (those of St. Augustine, Marx, Spengler 
and Toynbee, for example). The book has an index and includes a reference list of sources. 
Scholers and educated men generally will probably be grateful to the editor for making sc 
much of Dawson's thought available in handy form.

The author's own sojourn is in the foreground 
and the story of the group as a whole is well depicted in the background. The significance 
of Catholicism for such a group of people in terms of true freedom and simplicity of life 
and the stability gained by the new community are highlighted at the end of the book.

Although all men live in the same world, the world does not appear to be the 
same to all men. The Christian sees it through the eyes of faith in God as the Creator 
and Sustainer of it all, the unbeliever as a world which is self-contained and compre- 
hensible, though the understanding may be difficult. The Christian never sees the good 
world as it was created, by God. But he must learn to find the traces and evidences of 
its original goodness and the structure of its good possibilities and good limitations.

He is well qualified to call 
attention to what he considers one of the most dangerous opponents Christianity has ever 
had, the system of Hindu philosophy known as Vedanta. This ancient faith is being restated 
in such a way, and being promoted with something resembling missionary enthusiasm, that it 
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is securing the loyalty of a large number of followers in the West. The danger to 
Christianity lies in its propositions of acceptance. Christians are told that they 
can accept the Vedanta philosophy without separating themselves from the Christian 
faith. Hinduism admits the validity of all religions, and historic Christianity is 
absorbed into a sub-Christian philosophy in which the essential meaning of Christi- 
anity is dissolved into mere words. In pointing up this danger, Dr. Soper describes 
with beauty and power the essential Christian position which cannot be thus compro- 
mised if it is to survive. All ministers and serious students of religions will be 
grateful to the author for his lucid treatment of a problem growing increasingly 
serious.

the Not all is known about the doctrine of the infallibility of the Pope that 
should be known, either by Protestants or Roman Catholics themselves. Much more 
went on in the Vatican Council of 1870 that promulgated the doctrine than meets the 
eye, or than is permitted now to appear in the pages of history. Episcopal opposi- 
tion to the decree was far greater than can be explained away by declaring that it 
was “inopportunism,” a matter of timing rather than principle. Indeed, there is 
good ground to believe that the majority wanted the promulgation of the decree be- 
cause they deemed it expedient, and that because they were afraid. They saw that 
the position of the Roman Church in the 19th century was extremely perilous, and 
the extensive reforms demanded by the times too arduous and time-consuming. The 
best way to nip the danger in the bud was to affirm the infallibility of the Pope 
so that fears arising from growing doubts might not come to the surface. The author, 
Geddes MacGregor, does not seek to disparage the Roman Catholic Church, and is ap- 
preciative of the true heritage and richness of the Church's life. He believes 
that the vitality of the Roman Church is in spite of, rather than because, of its 
rigid autocracy,-- and suggests that nothing would be lost, and much gained, if the 
doctrine of Papal infallibility, supported by many specious historical and theolog- 
ical arguments, should be relaxed, or even at length abandoned. This is good reading, 
well written for Protestants and liberal Roman Catholics alike, and the argument is 
not technically involved. But only Protestants are likely to find ready access to 
this book.

For such a task no one would be found more qualified 
than Mr. Suzuki. Born in Japan, he has written a number of books on Buddhism, has 
traveled widely and lectured at American Universities, including Columbia, where he 
is lecturing at present. In dealing with the essentials of mysticism, the author 
has taken as examples the Zen Buddhism of the East, and the Christian reflection 
of Meister Eckhart. He shows how the Chinese sage and the German philosopher meet 
on common ground. He describes Shin Buddhism in a second section, and shows that 
this mystical insight also has much in common with Zen Buddhism and Christian mysti- 
cism. The last part of the book is a selection of writings of the Japanese mystics. 
The work is: scholarly and authoritative, and therefore its appeal is chiefly to 
serious students of philosophy and religion.

The poetic impact of the book carries us away to a realm 
where the pedestrian rules of syntax do not apply. We are dealing, he says, with celestial 
poetry and not with earthly prose. The concern of writers and reader becomes the majesty 
and tng ai of God.

This book is written from the point of view of the Anglican Church, and the 
author is doubtless (?) a clergyman of the Church of England. His concern is the duty of 
the priest as one who is called to direct his people in "ascetic", or the development of 
the spiritual life. "The end of man," he says, "is not purity of heart but the vision of 
God, and the best way to attain the former is by aiming purposefully at the latter." This 4 
calls for Rule, discipline, struggle and penitence, and this can apply only to a few, for 
rigor is never popular. Yet the fact remains that the priest must be concerned for all, 
as is God the Creator of all. This deeply discerning book suggests ways in which pastoral 
practice may be turned God-ward without turning one's back on the many for whom this ideal 
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is as yet unmeaning. Episcopal priests especially will find this book stimulating 
and arresting, though others too who are endeavoring to achieve as deep and as high 
a conception of their ministry as is humanly possible, will profit.

This book is written by the vicar of an English parish who feels strongly 
that something must be done to make the Christian church "come alive" in the lives 
and homes of the many who are only nominal members of the church, and whose visits 
to the church itself may be limited only to the time of baptism, marriage and burial. 
He describes in an informal and most readable style the efforts he and his associates 
have made in his parish church of Halton to bring the church to the homes of the peo- 
ple, many of whom are truly prevented from attending regular services either by dis- 
tance or by illness. Frequent cottage services are held in many “house-churches, ” 
attended not only by those who live there but also by other members of the congre- 
gation who want the isolated to know that they are none-the-less cherished members 
of the parish family. The Holy Communion is celebrated in these home-churches at 
whatever time of day or night is most convenient, and gradually the remote and es- 
tranged come once again. to value highly their membership in the “body of Christ" 
which has sought them out. The Episcopal Bishop of New York has chosen this as his book 
for Lent, and its appeal. will be largely to Episcopalians, but other Protestants 
would profit much by the example of this dedicated priest of the Church of England 
who takes to heart his responsibility of the "cure of souls". (Publ. LC: 57-5287) 


Macphail, J. R. Oxford 
THE BRIGHT CLOUD $3.50 


This is an unusual book about the Bible. It tells the Bible story, in brief 
compass, but it breaks into the narrative again and again to discuss the views on God 
and man, good and evil, time and eternity, which the original story teller took for 
granted, and which are very different from those which generally prevail today. 
Christian doctrine, the author makes clear, does not rest on ideas that men have 
thought out, but on particular events, and the Bible is the original record of those 
events. So he starts with the Acts of the Apostles and the Pauline episties, that 
part of Biblical history which lies nearest to us; then back to the Old Testament, 
next the first three Gospels, and finally St. John's Gospel. The theme of the whole 
book is “seeing the Bible in the light of the Transfiguration of Christ; so the frame- 
work is the account of the Transfiguration in the Synoptic Gospels, and ending with 
the Gospel in which the Transfiguration is omitted, "because the teaching and life 
of Jesus, and especially his death and resurrection are transfigured altogether". It 
is related of the Transfiguration of Christ that "a bright cloud overshadowed" the 


a 
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disciples. So, as Mr. Macphail shows, we have glimpses of the brightness of the divine 
glory, mixed with the cloudiness inseparable from the limits of human understanding. 

This book, however, does stretch the limits of human understanding by calling our constant 
attention to the source of the brightness of the cloud, God as revealed in Jesus Christ. 
It is vigorously written, and gives the reader a comprehensive understanding of the Bible 
as the word of God which is not so easily to be found when the Bible is read without such 
aids as this. By no means a substitute for the Bible, this study should send the reader 
back to the Bible with new eyes for the invisibles. (Publ. )

* The Reverend Charles L. Allen, pastor of Grace Methodist Church, Atlanta, Georgia, 
has the sure touch of a master artist when he writes of man and God.

The chapters of this small book are eight public lectures delivered at Drew 
University, Madison, New Jersey. They seek to explore the meaning of Christ's sacrifice @ 
and death as discerned by the New Testament writers and also by representative scholars 
and theologians who have dealt with this crucial problem from 1856-1935. These Dr. Taylor 
presents clearly and succinctly, showing both the merits and limitations of each. Then, 
in a final chapter he suggests a modern presentation of the doctrine of the Atonement. 
Christ's saving deed has three characteristic aspects he says; it is "vicarious" (wrought 
on behalf of men), "representative" (accomplished in our name), "sacrificial" (an act of 
self-offering on our behalf.) As for its content,- 1) the saving deed of Christ is the 
supreme revelation of the love of God, 2) it is an act of obedience to His sovereign will, 
3) it is an act of submission, in the name of sinners, to the judgment of God upon sin, 

4) it is a ministry of intercession in which the love of God voices the penitence of human- 
ity and makes Himself the vehicle of man's approach to God. And it is by faith that 
Christ's work is made the organ of man's approach to God. This book is clearly and re- 
verently written, is scholarly without being ponderous, and should commend itself to all 
Protestant clergy who wish to keep alive their thinking on this central Christian doctrine.

THE BRIDGE AT ANDAU $3.50 


A superb reporter gives his readers - in human terms- the story of the Hun- 
garian revolution, as he learned through the refugees he helped to safety across the 
bridge at Andau - a bridge "across whose unsteady planks fled the soul of a nation”. 
Here he- and the world- discovered the bankruptcy of communism. These were no riff- 
raff who escaped; they were the finest flower of a nation. Austria has estimated that 
about 200 thousand refugees escaped, some of them active participants in the revolu- 
tion (and these are the stories he has told so graphically and movingly); most of them 
lovers of freedom who could no longer stomach what communism meant. He sees in this

This book is a record of Charles Wertenbaker's death of cancer from its diag- 
nosis in September, 1954, to the fulfillment of that diagnosis three months later. It 
is a memorial- both to the man and the way in which he died. It is also something of 
an ordeal- for none of the details of cancer in this form which is not only the most 
painful but also the most physically offensive have been omitted. From the first frank 
consideration of what might be ahead, to the insistence that he be told the whole 
truth- and nothing but, Wertenbaker would not permit the fact of death to change him 
and insisted on meeting it casually, naturally, serenely- and these last weeks, while 
lived within the perspective of death, did not interrupt the pattern of his life. He 
returned, from an exploratory operation in New York in which nothing could be done, to 
France, to his children, to writing- whenever he could. And finally, when he could no 
longer function in any way, to the drugs- the fatal dosage was not fatal enough- and 
finally the razor when the time had come..... If without the dignity of John Gunther's 
Death Be Not Proud, and without the inspirational quality- Wertenbaker's refusal to 
concede to the disease gives it a certain stature. It is also an intimate, intense 
and immediate record which has a commanding hold on the reader- whether in sympathy 
and/or recoil.

Beal, John Robinson Harper 
JOHN FOSTER DULLES: 4 Biography $4.50 


* Report repeated from the November lst bulletin, as follows: "The biographer pre- 
sents as 'the peacemaker' is John Foster Dulles- and this, had it been published ear- 
lier, could have been a major political document. For here is a thoughtful, incisive, 
analytical and extraordinarily objective study of what Dulles has brought to his post 
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as Secretary of State, and what his contributions have been. To a very minor degree, this 
is a cursory biography, only those facts presented that give him rounded entity as a human 
being or that made their mark on him in his role. No matter what one's feelings about * 
Dulles at the beginning, any fair reader will- at the end- concede him a place in world 
history. One recognizes in his processes, the lawyer dominating the moralist; one agrees 
that his ambition was directed through a major part of his life to achieving a post where 
he could apply his training and gifts to the job of peacemaking; one understands that his 
pronouncements are deliberate shock techniques, rooted in deliberation and consideration 
of the steps to a chosen goal; one is not asked to endorse these techniques- but to face 
the facts. Step by step, Mr. Beal has weighed each of the major decisions- the three 
grave crises on the brink of war (the decision regarding Korea, which resulted in the 
Communists accepting the stated terms of truce; Formosa and- news value here- the assur- 
ance secretly to Chiang Kai-shek, that the islands would be defended; Indochina- and the 
achievement of partition at the 17th parallel). Dulles has had considerable administra- 
tive trouble, not always of his own making, but the end result has been a heightened 
endorsement in a tough stand from the White House. He has been almost consistently un- 
popular with the Press, but, a dedicated man with a healthy ego, he is not sensitive to 
criticism nor has he hesitated to make himself available. Beal points out succinctly 

the basic difference between recognizing a problem and coping with it, and his chapter 

on press relations contains some of the most challenging writing in the book. Each of 
the conferences at top level in which Dulles took a major part are studied, their achieve- 
ments and failures analyzed, their+true importance weighed, their by-products indicated. 
The issues of NATO and SEATO are discussed. The problems of subversion at the national 
level came to a head in the Guatemala issue and again in the support of Diem in Vietminh. 
The final chapter, preceding the summation, deals with Nasser and the Suez crisis, examines 
the steps that led to it and the part played by Dulles, but recognizes that no conclu- 
sions can as yet be ventured. Beal gives Dulles credit at any rate for postponing the 
impetuous launching of force as a means of settlement. Unity in Western Europe, his long 
term goal, has been forwarded by the Suez crisis. And today's headlines about the satel- 
lite countries would seem- to suggest that his crusade for liberation, in whatever chan- 
nels it has been operated, is bearing fruit. This is a book that demands close reading, 
careful weighing of the pros and cons. It is persuasive, without being propaganda; chal- 
lenging, and consistently interesting." (This was written prior to world shaking events. 
Whether they decrease the sales potentials- or the reverse- will be interesting to note.)

THE WORLD OF THE INCA $4.00 


Culled from the writings of Indian chroniclers, from conquistadore history, 
and from recent Peruvian archeological studies in which the author has taken part, 
this is a full and vivid account of the reigns of the kings who brought the Andean 
Empire to full flower. M. Flornoy has cleverly interposed his first chapters in 
such a way as to give simultaneous pictures of familiar aspects:- the plan of Pizarro's 
conquest and the Indian capitulation to the Spaniard. These events give clues to the 
past. The words of the Indian runners passed to each other in sending news of the 
white man's arrival to their king was "Viracocha"- and with this went the whole 
meaning of an earlier prophecy of visitors to come. Garcilaso de la Vega, half 
Indian, half Spanish, one of the first products of intermarriage in subjugated Peru, 
is the best know chronicler. His extensive work has been supplemented with another 
account, the Indian Huanan Puma's, and wherever possible, clarified by the results of 
archeological studies. Of special value are those of Julio Tello and Rebecca Carrion 
who pioneered in giving the Incas a true perspective in Peruvian culture. This study 
is a significant contribution as a scholarly work in which the author has used his 
material judiciously enough to bring a remarkable society alive and to make real 
personalities of the men who ruled it. lJIllustrated with photographs and reproductions.

Freeman, Kathleen Roy 
THE PATHS OF JUSTICE $3.00 


The concept of justice and the structure and machinery of law were not only 
derived in Athens, but were at the heart of Athenian democracy from Dracon and Solon 
to the city's fall under Antipater. The great leaders of Athenian political and 
intellectual life- Pericles, Socrates, Lysias, Isocrates, Antiphon, Alcibiades, 
Demosthenes, etc. propounded and fought out the law, creates its logic and rhetorical 
force, and perished at its dictates.

A prolific and popular composer, Straus' work reflected the gemut lich 
world of Paris, Vienna and Berlin- until the advent of Hitler, his companionable mar- 
riage to Clara, and his celebrity as the many operettas, primarily A Waltz Dream and 
The Chocolate Soldier were played and loved around the world. A time in Hollywood was 
disappointing; the years in America- after Hitler- less productive; but he returned to 
Europe and the last years, still active in his 80's, again brought considerable reward 
with La Ronde..... Tribute to a man, and a form of entertainment which has died with 
him, this is a competent chronology but assumes perhaps a wider interest than may now 
exist.

The Zulus, early in the 19th century, were united as a people by a powerful, 
tyrannical man, whose brutality was matched only by his obsessed devotion to his mother. 
A band of a few hundred well-trained, highly disciplined troops enabled Shaka to rout 
or conquer his rivals. Once in power, he ruled by fiat and assegai. Though he couldn't 
civilize, he forced obedience, and instilled the rudimentary sense of civic duty. When 
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Shako's mother died, 7000 people perished in an orgy of shared bereavement, and the 
sorrow-maddened King slaughtered all those accused of showing too little grief at his 

tragic loss. Shaka never recovered, and though he initiated new military campaigns and 4 
ventured into diplomatic dealings with the Fnglish, the spirit of nationalism and sove- 

reignty which had imbued him- died with him. His jealous brothers assassinated him but 

could not usurp his rule. These events and countless details of anthropological interest 

Mr. Ritter learned during his own childhood among the Zulus. He remembers them in a 


fond and chilling recall here.

The national conscience, Burlingame observes, is puritanical, exercising itself 
over any issue of public interest. The need to explain away possible guilt, to impose 
religious ideals, to attach a high purpose~ all such velleity is uniquely American and 
intrinsic to any thorough historical record. The origins of conscience are surely traceable 
to the first pilgrims and their first dealings with the Indians. The Indian question, in 
varying ways, was destined to persist and recur with the Negro slaves, the immigrants, and 
all "out" groups. The greedy stampedes to the gold-fields, monopolistic tactics such as 
Rockefeller's ruin of his competitors, instances of graft and misuse of public funds- here 
the structure of conscience has displayed itself and changed shape nowhere more than in 
the nation's economic growth. The muckrakers, expression of radical forces, the Sacco & 
Vanzetti trial, through these and other instances Burlingame strives hard to frame the 
limits of permissiveness which the social conscience has provided. But the individual out- 
breaks end peaks of moral fervor are perhaps nct as revealing as the underlying, almost 
indiscernible process cof conscience which Burlingame patiently traces.... A keen intellect, 
methodical and intent, has formed an impressive statement for both historian and socio- 
logist.

MEN AND MONUMENTS $5.00 


These five long studies, three on the artists Matisse, Picasso and Braque, one 
on Andre Malraux and one on a most remarkable art haul, the transferring of pictures by 
the Germans under Goering, come from a first appearance in the New Yorker where Janet 
Flanner writes as "Genet". All make fascinating reading. The piece on Malraux and the 
piece on the German booty, set apart from the others in content, nevertheless give complete 
pictures of their subjects, more complete than some longer studies because of their at- 
tention to the details which have been carefully chosen to shed the most light and because 
of Miss Flanner's manner which is at once personal, respectful and witty. On the other 
hand the studies of the three painters, the three kings of modern art, supplement each 
other admirably. The material on Braque is illustrative. Much of it is devoted to him 
alone, to family background and to Braque's youth near Paris and in Le Havre as the son 
of a house painter. But the rest of it, the launching of his successful life as a painter, 
is inextricably bound up with Picasso, of whom he was an intimate friend until their 
gradual drifting apart after the war, and with the Steins, Apollinaire and the whole of the 
Paris art world. Miss Flanner's commentary on the three men forms, too, a vivid and 
intensive history of art over the last hundred years. Her analyses of painting techniques 
become object lessons in public acceptance and in the new forms and objectives the artists @ 
themselves were trying to reach. With its perception and liveliness this will reach a 
wide market, peripheral intellectuals as well as readers with a central interest in the 
subject of modern art.

AS FRANCE GOES $5.00 


Predominantly, Schoenbrun's France is political, with continual comparisons 
and perspectives from her history. The concern for precedent and heritage reflects 
one of Schoenbrun's central beliefs- that France today is buried knee-deep in her past 
and will march forward only when she breaks loose from the ideals, patterns, fears of 
yesterday. The dream of colonial empire must go. French society is ridden with ab- 
surd impracticality, ranging from the "elevator game" which consists in breaking the 
circuit to stop the car before someone else gets it, to a merit system in grade schools 
which exalts the few and humiliates the many. French morals have rotted away, and with 
them the elements of civility. The individual is so thoroughly identified with the 
age of the small shopkeeper and civilian that the large-scale cooperative endeavor of 
modern industry remains a source of national horror. The continual overthrow of govern- 
ments is strictly due to- though of course not completely- France's bitter experience 
with lasting, strong governments which developed into tyrannies. Schoenbrun, an ob- 
server for CBS, has brilliantly traced and analyzed the political conflicts and fac- 
tions of the post-liberation period; his findings are of real value. But the junkets 
into French history and actual junkets to the overseas colonies seem superficial.

MEMOIRS OF A BOW STREET RUNNER $4.75 


These memoirs of an early "thief-taker" have been assiduously authenticated 
and amplified by Patrick Pringle, who not only contributes an introduction but adds 
extensive footnotes to the individual cases. Since there is almost no surviving ma- 
terial on the Bow Street Runners, the first British police detective force, Goddard's 
personal record of his years with them- from his enlistment in 1824 until the Runners 
were disbanded in 1839- provides a unique manuscript. The cases in themselves may 
offer little hot pursuit for the reader- but they do not reflect the flavor of the 
period and range over a variety of criminal infractions- robbery and arson and embezzle- 
ment; a titled lady's theft of "“ribands"; the apprehension of the ruffian, Dick Poacher, 
of a gambler, an extortionist, an indebted distiller, and an agitator; the gold rob- 
bery from the Dover Defiance Mail; and his assignment as bodyguard to the Emperor of 
Russia when he was the Grand Duke Alexander.... For those committed to true crime- 
this will have its certain appeal.

THE BERING SEA EAGLE $5.00 


The eagle of the title is the sobriquet for Harry Blunt, a former aerial fire 
spotter in the Forestry service, and hero of the Alaskan bush pilots. The lives Blunt 
saved, by landing in the midst of fires to rescue trapped campers, or by giving due 
warning of conflagration called for skill and courage enough. His contribution to ma- 
king commercial air routes practicable and profitable are likewise immeasureable. But 
the narrative builds up to and stands for all its worth on yet another phase of his 
achievement - a scientific expedition he brought about. Father Hubbard, world famous 
volcanologist, was flown by Blunt directly into the fury of Aniakchak.

Back in London, about to be jobless because the Fgyptology society could no longer 
afford her, she was approached by Hans Frankfort who was heading an expedition to 
Eshnunna, one of the mysterious city states of Ur so often mentioned in old texts 
and about which next to nothing was known. Frankfort and his co-workers, among them 
Thorkild Jacobsen and his photographer wife, Rigmor, Seton Lloyd, the architect, and 
three Americans, set out for Baghdad in the summer of 1932. In her book, Mary Chubb 
has undertaken to account for everything from domestic problems to the historical 
implications of the more exciting finds. Two of these “subtle clues in a colossal 
detective story" were a tiny elephant seal identical to another found in India and 
proving the existence of a long, important trade route, and a figurine making it 
highly probable that the Greek hero Herakles had strong connections with the Mesopota- 
mian fertility god. With her very literate mind, her gift of intimate and witty ex- 
pression and her deepening appreciation and knowledge of ancient history, the author's 
own spade work makes archeology a delight to lay readers.

Diana, a blue blood of society (her 
mother had been Mrs. Blanche Oelrichs Thomas before she became Mrs. John Barrymore- 
and was known professionally as Michael Strange, poet and playwright) - and a member 
of theater's royal family, had a confused childhood of maternal restrictions, social 
gestures, Newport and Europe and, after her debut in 1938, found her heritage from her 
father and headed, supercharged, into the theater. Revolt, inexperience and uncer- 
tainty led to regretted marriages, regrettable affairs and, with Broadway, Hollywood, 
her father's scandals and scurrilities, her mother's criticisms, ultimately to drink. 
Drink got the upper hand and notorious episodes heightened the reputation she was 
building until attempts at suicide, blackouts and blackball as an actress kept the 
nagging question of how low can you sink an unwelcome companion. The death of her 
third husband and a chance to prove herself again, give an impetus for a reformed 
future. The extravagant explosiveness of her parents, the lack of warm youthful mem- 
ories, the torment and the turbulence of her desire to live her own life, and the 
despair over the wretched to sordid involvements she created - these continue the 
I'll Live Tomorrow true-story pattern that can hold popular interest. Illustrated, 
and sold to moving pictures and a national magazine.

Then comes planting with all kinds of advice for the handling of many types of trees; 
next pruning, why and when and how to do it properly; after that is cavity repair, 
cabling and bracing, fertilizing, spraying. Insects, beneficial and otherwise, their 
recognition and control, follow as do diseases and the kinds of treatment - protection, 
eradication, exclusion and immunization - and these lead into environmental damage and 
miscellaneous troubles. There is a question and answer section and another on tools, 
equipment and books and there will be illustrations. A good guide for the welfare of 
the trees in your life, an able indoctrination for the beginner and a useful check up 
for the more experienced.

* Durrell's department of natural history has found him a devoted audience which 
has come to expect his animals to be as entertaining as his humans and here is the ul- 
timate reward. For this is the account of a stay on Corfu, when he was a ten year old, 
and his Mother, gentle, fluttering and sometimes firm, Larry, literary-minded and a 
constant critic, Leslie, dedicated to his guns, and Margo, whose romances are things 
of sharpest emotion, are fixed, if vehement, orbits in his pursuit of everything that 
walks, flies, crawls, swims. Taken under the wing of Spiro, who had visited America, 
they settle in the pink villa, move to a yellow one, land in a white one; they have a 
symptom-dwelling maid; they acquire a variety of friends and guests; they succumb to 
the insidious magic of an island. Young Gerry must be educated so there is George, 
who practices local dances and fencing during lessons, which come out on the unorthodox 
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side; there is Theodore, a scientist and Gerry's source of information; the Belgian consul, 
who shoots cats, takes over French. Peter comes from Oxford as a tutor and is replaced 

by Mr. Kralefsky whose mother has talking flowers, and in his non-educative times Gerry is 
turning their houses into death traps. From one dog there are five, there is an owl, mag- 
pies, snakes, tortoise, - and on and on with one, then another creating havoc with Durrell 
tempers. And, of course, after a heavenly five years, the time comes to return to England. 
Hilarious family scenes, arguments and incidents, loving,alive nature observations, color 
and character among the pets, and bright sharp pictures of Corfu and its islanders - this 
should bring joy to his followers.

For all ages, where the interest in shell collecting has been sparked, this 
"suide to shell collecting" is a find. I've studied avidly dozens of books in the field; 
I've found many that are better when it comes to identification and classification. But 
I don't think there is another that leads the beginning collector so painlessly into a 
thoroughly scientific viewpoint. Mrs. Johnstone makes shell terminology a basic factor; 
she shows the importance of shells in world history, in art, in economy. She gives very 
practical and concrete advice on when and where and how to look for shells, on what con- 
stitutes collectable specimens, on rare shells. And she gives meaning to the occupants 
of shells, their native habitat, reproduction, protection, etc. Shell collecting is a 
contagious hobby, and a growing one. This book should prove an asset - a working compan- 
ion for seashore adventure (not confined to east coast or west, though the Gulf of Mexico 
has been the Johnstone's chief field of adventure).
